Bjcploring Expedition. 
Strange aa it may appear, yet Lut little 
more is knonrn of thu indutittial resuuiccs of 
thi) interior of the island, than there was 
ICEOWn centuries stgo, when the Greek pilot, 
Apostolus Viileriaiios, more commonly 
known as Juan ile Fnoa, visited llie Strait 
tli.il bears tils name. I'lu' lra^iiIl;; voyai^e.s 
ot tliu Huilsuii li.iy Cuinpaiiy, up tlio Gulf 
of Geortjia, throuyli Juliii.soii'.s Strail.s, and 
up 10 Cape Scolt, have added cnnipara- 
tivi'ly iiothii.g more to Ihe sum of general 
knowledge as regards tlie capabiiilies of llie 
publio'domain, than the iri-monthly trading 
voyages of Capi. MuKay in the schooner 
Surpr'ise'jolllie. West Coast; < Both partiud 
have skirted the shore; bitt Ihe interior is n 
teWa^ irieo^Ua, FoFthS'advanoement of 
8ettle'rn'eriff'"ahd ''the '^iirttfera^^ com- 
merce, even the shore is inaccurately 
known, and even the credit of that is due to 
voyagers and traders or. the East and West 
coast. The lufty raiij^e ibrining the back- 
bone of tlio island, whoso dark sides are 
clntlietl with tall pines to the very sea, arc 
kiimvii to-day only from the .slii|).'.>i deck to 
our inhabitants as they were a century nijo 
to Juan Perez and Eslevaii Martini /, when 
they discovered Nootka Sound. Whether 
thejr.pqssg9S:4iamonds thal. vio! with those 
of GdlooDda, or gold like the Sierra Nevada, 
or only furnish pines' like the cedars of 
jLeb9.nqn,,is,stijrun8plved7;,^ the 
public witness the lack ofi'eniBri!j'''tn the 
government, is still liki'ly to be'for many a 
lony year. I'artakinij of the characteristics 
of the aborigines who reside at spots only on 
the .shore, we have loi'aled ourselves at the 
e.Mreme southeast of the islaiul, and are 
apparently content to let another century 
pass without learning whether the public 
patrimony in the interior is a wilderness or 
a gmilen. Whether we have mines of iron 
to weld with our fields of coal, enabliii!; us 
to aspire to be the Great Britain of the 
Pacific, is still unknown. Whilst other 
portions of the Anglo-Saxon race have 
brought San Francisco within eighteen days 
nf London; while they have organized their 
telegraphs, and are urging them on to com- 
pletion, togirdle the earth with the lightning's 
flash from London, eastward throui»ti Ku- 
rbpe,,Ajiia, and America, and even to tra- 
verse otirotvn domain, we set supinely by 
and take no measures to make public our 
industrial resources, and invite enterprise 
and [lopuiatiori. Some may ima;iino it is 
wise to pass life in a Rii)- Van- Wink le sleep: 
but what ill the I'roviileiU'e of God will 
result from it, is inscrutable to human eyes, 
Our beliefis like Frederick the Great's — 
" Ibat the gods help the best drilled sol- 
diers ;" anil so, if some eObrt is not made 
to explore and make public the capabilities 
of the country that work will remain for 
another generation, who will deplore and 
condemn our apathy and our indolence. 

I'tom Nanaimo to Sooke, scarcely fifty 
miles as the bird flies, and southeasterly, 
the country is tolerably well known. A low 
scatli;reil selllements ciintaiii not a thou- 
sand person.? outside of Victoria, whilst we 
are K'll to believe that we have resoun^es 
sudicient to .^iipiily hundreds of lliousaiids 
with homes, and the comforts of civili/a- 
tion. Nothing however, bearing Ihe im- 
press of scifMitilic expluialion has ycl taken 
placo DeliiiilLi surveys, seieiitilic explor- 
ations, are wanted. A [iraoiical descrip- 
tion ot the oountry is required, BO that Ihe 
f«rini»r,-the herdtm'iin, 'the fisherman, the 
lumbertnan, the miner, or the manufacturer, 
may'Kave an authentic manual to guide 
htm when here, or aUraot him from 
.ttbroa'cl.' Although oiir\ gMgraphioal posi- 
tion and the outlines of our coast point out 
to mamariiiino and commercial desli'iy, 
yet we want the base and adjunct, a rural 
population. We want exports ; and yot what 
miwiiber of the ODVernmenl can gay whine

The forty-first an.. iv< rsary of Queen Vic- 
toria's birlhday was observed oii Thursday

tion under the sun, were waving from the 
various flag-staflTs, and tho shipping in tho

H. M, Ships Ganges, Topaze and Satelile 
were dressed in holiday uiiifoim. 

The sun was hidden behind murky clouds 
during tho greater part of the day : but eon- 
Ira'y to general progno-^tii.'ation, no rain fell 
to mar the i;eiieral enjoyment. 

At 12 u'cl.iek, .M., a salute of twenty ono
